The particular commemoration is that 
of the five hundredth anniversary of Dun Heenri. We 
must contess that our knowledge of Portuguese history is

The Stamps of Egypt (continued) 
(By F. S. Warburg.) 
Chapter IT, 


The stamps of the second issue were the first 
to exhibit the pyramid and sphinx design. This 
is enclosed in an oval, with linear ground. On 
the right is placed an obelisk, on the left a 
column of some kind. An oblong space at the 
top encloses the word “para” in long thin 
capitals, twice repeated, or the letters “ p” and 
“pf” (piastre), between which is the same 
inscription as on the first issue. At the base, in 
a similar rectangle, are the numerals of value 
twice repeated, between which is the value in 
Arabic Four minor varieties, which occur in 
blocks of four, exist of each value, and differ in 
most of the smaller details of the design.

Chapter III. 

The third issue may perhaps be considered 
one of the ugliest series ever produced, and the 
bad printing brought about by a too generous 
use of colour, has certainly not in any way 
enchanced the appearance of the stamps. They 
differ mainly from the previous issue In so far 
that the sphinx, having presumably come to the 
conclusion that there was no reason why she 
should not benefit from a change, decides to 
look at the landscape on her left, instead of 
gazing perpetually to her right. In doing this, 
she has, however, apparently transported herself 
several hundred yards further from the pyramid 
at her back, ‘fhe design is enclosed by a white 
oval, surrounded in its turn by a rectangle, the 
corners of which are filled with a moon and star. 
Inscription,jin upper label, “ PosTA KHEDEVIE 
MASRIE.” In English, “Post Office of the 
Fgyptian Khedivate.” In the lower label, at 
base, in plain Romanletters:—“ PosrE KHEDEVIE 
EGIZIANE,” Value on the left label in Arabic, on 
the night in English. Numerals of value in each 
corner, 

1872. January rst. Engraved in épargné on 
yellowish-white, thick, reugh wove paper, 
varying in thickness. Impressed watermark, as 
in the fast issue. Perforated 123, 134, or 
1zkx13%. Each yalue may be found in either 
perforation, excepting the 24 and 5 piastres, 
which probably only exists in the normal 
perforation, 124. The clearness of impression 
of these stamps varies greatly. More care seems 
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to have been taken with them at first than 
afterwards, when many show a very blotched 


appearance, greatly increasing their grotesque 
ugliness.

Editorial, 

We gather from a cantemporary that the 
Committee of philatelic experts will consist of 
three gentlemen—Mr. E. D. Bacon, Mr. M. P. 
Castle, and Major Evans. The limitation of 
that body to three members somewhat surprises 
us. ‘The tee for each “ consultation” of either of 
the philatelic experts is to be half-a-crown. Well, 
that is not exorbitant; on the contrary, it is 
quite a trifling fee when we remember that the 
experts are-not likely to be consulted as to 
common or even moderately rare stamps. It is 
only when we have a stamp catalogued in pounds 
sterling that we are anxious to ascertain its true 
character. The Board of philatelic experts (so 
far as it goes), is excellent; but, in our humble 
opinion, there is not quite enough of it, 


Philately has lately enjoyed a further boom in 
the general Press. Following the lead of the 
Daily Telegraph and the Daly News, the Times 
has recently given its readers a long article 
descriptive of the dodges resorted to by specu- 
lators to foist new issues of a doubtful character 
on the long-suffering philatelic world, 


Philately, we are thankful to say, is not nearly 
so black as it is painted by some sensational 
writers. In striking contrast to the Pimes’ 
article is one recently published in the Afauchester 
Courier, relating to the issue of the Portuguese 
Jubilee stamps. 


London Notes. 
(From our Special Correspondent), 


London, April 13th. 
There is no news, positively none. Business 
is good; the auctions are attracting “good 
houses,” but nothing has happened to disturb 
the even tenour of the philatelist’s way. To the 
condemned criminal, as Mr Puck once had it, 
“no noose” is good news; but to a poor 
scribbler who is paid by results, the scarcity of 
news is not so satisfactory. 


Our philatehe Prince, H.R.H. the Duke of 
York, bas lately proved that his philately is real 
and earnest. His visit to the factory of Messrs, 
De La Rue & Co. afforded our future King an 
instructive insight into the various processes of 
stamp manufacture. 


There is much talk of a new priced catalogue 
of English stamps, to be published “ under 
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Bennett’s clock.” The authors are—Messrs. 
Hastings Wright, Walter Morley, G. ©. Warden, 
H. L. Estranger Ewen, and Harry Hilckes—a 
formidable list, in good eooth! Ifthe united 
wisdom of these five be not worth 4s, 6d., well, 
all [ can say is, quoting Mr. Albert Chevalier, 
* Wot's the use of hennyfink ?—Nuffink |”

SSS 
To Whom does it Belong ? 


A momentous question is agitating the breasts 
of some philatelists just now. The postage 
stamp—whose property is it while passing 
through the Post Office? Before the letter has 
been dropped into the letter-box there is no 
doubt about the owner ; neither is their any after 
the postman has delivered it to its address, But 
while the thing is 1 ¢razse/z, in the intermediate 
state and middle passage, who has right to the 
little square of coloured paper in the corner 
bearing the portrait of Queen or Emperor or the 
symbol of Republic, and giving intimation of so 
many pennies or cents prepaid? This question, 
which ought not to baffle the skill of jurists for 
an answer, may seem to some a trivial one; yet 
to make such a supposition would be very grossly 
to under-estimate the importance of the pustage 
stamp. Macaulay, who was not above breaking 
postal regulations by sending an accasional 
sovereign unregistered to his nephew. used to 
hiut that the most interesting part of an uncle’s 
letter was under the seal. But nowadays it is 
sometimes the stamp that is the most valuable 
part of the epistle, even though the latter may 
bear an autograph for which collectors at 
Sotheby’s will some day eagerly compete. The 
man who happens to get a letler from Samoa, or 
Honduras, or Rajputana will do very foolishly 
to throw the envelope into his waste-paper 
basket without first removing the stamp. The 
legend there may speak only of an anna or two, 
ora fraction of a peseta; but for all that there 
may be in the soiled scrap of gummed paper as 
much of a treasure for him as though in a 
sixpenny volume of miscellaneous pamphlets he 
had acquired a rare first edition. Not long ago 
a London dealer received from a debtor in Fiji 
a remittance of 12s 6d in halfpenny postage 
stamps. In the interests of a severe morality it 
is perhaps wrong to mention it, just as it 
would be wrong to advertise a big win in a 
lottery ; but the fact is that that dealer sold the 
stamps for £15, and that to the owner of them 
now, whoever he is, they are worth double even 
that sum No wonder, then, that the question 
of the ownership of stamps on their way through 
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the post is of interest to the great and apparently 
the growing band of philatelists. As it is, the 
problem of possession, if not of property, is not in- 
frequently solved in an offhand way during that 
season of passage. Probably few Post Office 
clerks are themselves ohilatelists; but they 
must all have heard of philately, and some of 
them doubtless know an honest dealer. Perhaps 
they, too, have a doubt on the question of 
ownership, and resolve prudently to give 
themselves the benefit of it. So that the postage 
stamp apparently has not merely created a new 
mania, but started also a new point of law and 
a new problem in ethics. 

More than that, it has provided a new and 
altogether an undreamed of source of revenue for 
the State. It 1s ene of the oddest consequences 
of philately that stamps are made and sold in 
scores of thousands, not for postage purposes, 
but simply to meet the collector's demand. 
There are dozens of States, where the population 
is not abnormally given to correspondence, yet 
where new sets of stamps of all values are issued 
year after year. These States have become aware 
of the collector's existence, and of that law of his 
being by which he is bound to have a copy of 
every stamp that has been issued since 1840; so 
they have very shrewdly set themselves to turn 
his foible to their profit, They multiply the 
varieties of their stamps with great ingeniousness 
and prodigality---altering design, shape, colour,and 
value, changing from perforated te unperforated, 
from blue to brown, from oblong to square, 
And, to whatever infinitude of varieties they run, 
the philatelist is obliged to have all, on pain of 
nights made sleepless by the thought that that 
red Tonga is lacking to his collection, and that 
his rival ‘Timbrophilus has a fuller set of San 
Salvadors than he. The extent to which this is 
carried may be judged by the fact that Faridkot, 
a small independent State of North-West India, 
with a population of little more than 100,000, 
has issued 360 varicties of postage stamps, 
post-cards, and stamped envelopes since 1877, 
Very few of these stamps, of course, have ever 
gone through the Post Office ; the vast majority 
of them are bought by collectors, or rather by 
the dealers whom the developement of philately 
has called into existence in recent years. And 
meanwhile the Rajah of Faridkot, or whatever 
else is his title, fills his treasury at the expense 
of the Western philatelist, and we hope his 
handful of tax-payers feel the benefit. If so, the 
stamp collector may set some unintentional 
philanthropy toe balance the absurdities of his 
craze, He may congratulate himself on having 
given the Liberian delegate—a man and a 
brother—his trip to the World’s Fair at Chicago 
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last year, It is a fact that Liberia was unable to 
give her delegate any ready money to pay his 
expenses to Chicago, and that she provided him 
with a supply of Liberian stamps, which he was 
to sell to the stamp-maniacs of America, and on 
the proceeds of which he very creditably 
maintained the dignity of the Black Republic 
at the greatest show on earth. That must be 
about the very utmost reach of stamp collecting ; 
the force of philately, surely, can no further go. 
Chicago is reckoned chiefly as exemplifying the 
power of the almighty dollar, but it has served 
also to illustrate the triumph of the postage 
stamp.— Glasgow Herald.
